Whether 
the  particular  statements  are  expressed  in  language  so  cloudy  or  so 
guarded  as  to  render  inexpedient  a  more  formal  dealing  with  them 
either  in  the  courts  of  the  Church  or  by  synodical  o^ure  is  a 
question  which  demands  and  is  receiving  our  anxious  consideration.’  ” 

This  is  certainly  a  very  incomprehensible  statement. 
First  it'  is  to  be  observed  that  the  letter  to  the  Primate 
was  not  the  letter  signed  by  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  and  all 
the  other  Prelates,  as  Dr  Philpotts  states ;  the  letter  so 
signed  being  the  reply.  We  are  at  a  loss  therefore  to  under¬ 
stand  whether  the  letter  never  seen  by  the  Bishop  was  the 
letter  to  which  he  replied  or  the  letter  of  reply.  In  either 
case  it  is  extraordinary  that  it  was  never  seen  by  him. 

Next  it  appears  that  the  Bishop  has  concurred  in  certain 
proceedings  of  which  he  knew  absolutely  nothing  till  they 
had  taken  place,  and  he  doubted  not  that  the  letter  witn 
his  name  appended  simply  expressed  his  acquiescence  in 
the  proceedings  aforesaid,  in  which  he  took  no  part,  and  of 
which  he  had  no  knowledge  till  after  the  event.  Are  we 
to  understand,  then,  that  his  concurrence  was  given  carte 
blanche,  and  to  a  meeting  headed  by  the  Primate,  with 
whom  not  long  ago  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  renounced  all 
communication,  declaring  the  Archbishop  unfaithfhl  and 
undeserving  of  any  confidence  ?  And  it  would  almost  seem 
that  Dr  Philpotts  had  only  trusted  his  Grace  again  in  order 
to  show  the  danger  of  confiding  in  him,  for  he  intimates 
that  he  was  deceived  as  to  the  addresses  received  by  the 
Primate,  and  that,  had  he  known  the  truth,  he  would  not 
have  thought  it  right  to  put  his  name  to  the  reply  signed 
by  the  Primate  and  all  the  other  Prelates.

There  has  been  decrease,  says  Mr 
Hennessy,  in  the  Sardinian  shipping  trade,  while  within 
the  dominions  of  the  Pope  and  the  King  of  Naples  com¬ 
merce  has  flourished.  As  for  the  island  of  Sardinia,  M. 
Thouvcnel  stated  in  one  of  his  despatches  that  the  French 
Government  would  not  think  of  taking  the  island  of 
Sardinia,  because  it  is  in  a  state  of  barbarism  disgraceful 
to  its  Government.  Lord  John  Kussell  was  accused  by 
the  Pope’s  advocate  of  suppressing  documents  which 
showed  what  the  merchants  of  Leghorn  suffered  from 
extension  of  the  fiscal  system  of  Piedmont ;  moreover, 
it  was  said,  there  had  not  been  sufficient  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  on  the  1st  and  15th  of  March,  and  on  the 
1st  of  May  last  year,  the  King  of  Naples  signed  thrre 
decrees  by  which  free  trade  was  established  throughout  his 
dominions. 

So  it  is  that  we  are  against  all  the  enlightenment  of 
Italy,  supporters  of  a  dead  and  narrow  policy,  when  we 
rejoice  at  the  late  success  of  the  Italians.

script  the  consoling  avowal  that  he  does  not  regard  his 
essay  with  the  aversion  he  feels  for  the  others,  though  he 
deems  it  open  to  very  grave  remark.  Yet  if  the  Bishop 
had  lived  and  borne  sway  three  or  four  centuries  ago,  there 
cannot  be  a  doubt  that  he  would  have  roasted  Dr  Temple 
for  heresy  with  all  cheerftilness  and  complacency. 

We  have  no  disposition  to  enter  into  the  merits  of  this 
fierce  controversy  respecting  the  much  abused  Essays  and 
Reviews.  It  is  only  against  a  violation  of  the  principles  of 
justice  that  we  have  protested.  And  to  this  hour  we  have  not 
seen  any  distinct  statement  of  the  offences  for  which  the 
seven  alleged  champions  of  scepticism  are  condemned. 
Let  it  be  shown  that  there  is  any  flagrant  contravention 
of  the  fundamental  principles  of  religion,  and  we  agree 
with  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  that  the  plea  of  limited  liability 
cannot  avail  for  the  acquittance  of  the  writers  of  the 
Essays  and  Reviews.  The  separate  responsibility  can  only 
be  conceded  for  opinions  having  a  general  conformity  with 
the  articles  to  which  the  individuds  have  given  a  solemn 
assent.  The  very  essence  of  Protestantism,  it  is  true,  is 
inquiry,  but  the  cler^man  is  supposed  to  have  conducted 
his  inquiries  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  when  he  subscribes 
to  the  tenets  of  the  Church.  We  fear  that  he  often  performs 
this  act  as  a  matter  of  form,  before  his  intellect  is  matured, 
and  before  he  has  began  to  think  deeply  about  sacred 
subjects,  and  hence  it  is  that  so  many  clergymen  are  now 
questioning  what  they  have  already  accepted,  and  that  we 
have  writing  like  the  Essays  and  Reviews.  A  more  advanced 
age  for  ordmation,  and  greater  care  as  to  the  opinions  and 
vocation  of  candidates,  would  keep  out  of  the  Church  many 
who  are  now  uneasy  in  it,  or  causing  uneasiness  to  their 
brethren.  We  have  in  tWs  respect  something  to  learn 
from  the  Catholic  Church,  which  takes  all  pains  to  secure 
ripeness  in  the  candidates  for  its  priesthood.  Later  ordi¬ 
nation  and  earlier  inquiry  might  have  kept  out  of  our 
Church  some  who  are  at  present  disquieting  and  alarming  it, 
but  where  is  now  the  remedy  ?  The  clerical  character  once 
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ficed  his  client.  Not  many  evenings  before,  the  noble 
Marquis  had  appeared  as  the  defender  of  the  fallen 
tyrannies  of  Italy,  and  complainant  against  all  the  oham< 
pions  of  her  liberty.  His  scattered  arguments  honoured 
by  their  frivolity  the  cause  against  which  he  battled,  and 
confirmed  the  hold  of  a  feee  Italy  on  English  sympathies. 
Treating  with  equal  judgment  the  much  less  momentous 
affair  of  Mr  Turnbull,  Lord  Normanby,  instead  of  putting 
before  the  House  an  inoffensive  resolution  which  might 
have  obtained  the  assent  of  the  majority,  made  the  un¬ 
necessary  demand  for  a  select  committee  of  inquiry,  and 
coupled  it  so  closely  with  an  unjustifiable  attack  upon 
Lord  Palmerston,  that  the  committee  could  have  been 
granted  only  by  a  vote  distinctly  hostile  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  By  a  majority  of  41  to  26  such  a  demand  was 
most  properly  refused. 

Yet  there  was  every  disposition  to  deal  liberally  with  the 
case  itself.  Lord  Shaftesbury,  in  reply  to  Lord  Normanby, 
was  generous  and  temperate  in  repudiation  of  any  attack 
upon  Catholics  generally  in  the  person  of  Mr  Turnbull,  and 
perfectly  straightforward  in  explanation  of  the  grounds  of 
his  belief  that  it  was  **  impossible  for  that  gentleman  to 
"  give  a  fair  and  dispassionate  abstract  of  any  papers 
“  relating  to  the  great  controversy  between  ^man 
“  Catholics  and  Protestants.”  Of  the  subsequent  speakers 
not  one  justified  the  conduct  of  the  Protestant  Alliance. 
Lord  Granville,  in  opposing  the  motion  for  a  committee, 
said  that  he  had  no  fault  to  find  with  anything  that  Mr 
Turnbull  had  done  in  the  execution  of  his  office.  But  it 
was  questionable  whether  his  resignation  had  been  well- 
advised.  The  main  accusation  against  Lord  Palmerston 
was,  that  in  a  private  letter  to  Sir  John  Romilly,  written 
before  the  resignation,  he  had  used  words  to  this  effect : 
”  I  hear  that  the  appointment  of  Mr  Turnbull  is  to  be 
attacked.  If  it  is  attacked  you  must  defend  it  on  your 
“  own  responsibility.  I  cannot  defend  it.”  But,  argued

YELVERTON. 

The  Dublin  Jury  has  declared  that  the  Honourable 
Major  Yelverton  was  married  not  once  but  twice  over  to 
Miss  Longworth.  The  irregular  Scotch  and  the  more 
regular  Irish  marriage  have  been  both  afilrmed,  and  the 
evidence  of  the  defendant  in  the  case  is  set  aside  as  worth¬ 
less.  His  excuse  for  himself  was  that  he  had  lied  before 
God  at  the  altar ;  the  verdict  of  the  jury  pronounced  that 
he  lied  also  before  men  in  the  public  Court,  Stripped  of 
his  title  of  courtesy  as  “Honourable,”  which  can  be 
henceforth  only  endured  by  him  as  a  cruel  sarcasm,  and 
with  his  military  rank  in  abeyance, — for  Mr  Baring  has 
explained  in  the  House  “  that  Major  Yelverton  has  been 
“  suspended  from  the  performance  of  all  military  duty 
“  pending  the  further  legal  proceedings  which  will  probably 
“  fellow  the  result  of  the  action  of  Thelwall  v.  Yelverton,” 
— there  remains  only  the  Yelverton.  Excluded  as  an  un¬ 
clean  and  cruel  beast  from  the  pale  of  society,  we  might 
talk  of  the  Yelverton  as  we  should  talk  of  the  ourang  or 
the  gorilla,  but  to  say  nothing  of  the  O’s  and  Macs  who 
account  it  noble  to  be  known  as  The  Mac  Towel  or  The 
O’Corcoran,  what  would  the  apes  say  to  such  a  brother  ? 

Yelverton,  justly  condemned  by  the  law,  is  cast  out  by 
society.  He  is  described  by  Dublin  reporters  as  a  long- 
whiskered  exquisite,  who  tdks  in  the  hawbawyaw  dialect 
affected  by  the  brainless,  and  who  in  giving  his  disgraceful 
evidence  paused  long  before  every  answer,  as  a  slow  chess¬ 
player,  when  the  game  is  critical,  pauses  to  turn  over  in 
his  mind  the  possible  consequence  of  every  move.  But 
what  mind  could  he  have }  The  time  was  lost  in  search 
through  vacancy  after  the  missing  brains.  Yelverton 
answers  to  nothing  so  well  as  to  Vanbrugh’s  description  of 
a  sort  of  beau,  who  agrees  with  other  men  only  in  the 
possession  of  two  legs.  “These  have  brains,  the  beau  has 
“  none.  These  are  in  love  with  their  mistress,  the  beau 
“  with  himself.  They  take  care  of  her  reputation,  he’s 
“  industrious  to  destroy  it.  They  are  decent,  he’s  a  fop. 
“  They  are  sound,  he’s  rotten.  They  are  men,  he’s  an  ass.” 
Apart,  indeed,  from  all  questions  of  morality,  what  could 
have  been  more  utterly  and  miserably  stupid  than  the 
whole  indecent  evidence  of  Yelverton  for  his  defence.  No 
probability  was  kept  in  view,  and  things  not  necessary  to 
the  forging  of  a  case  though  fatal  to  his  own  credit  were  said 
in  a  way  that  necessarily  roused  into  anger  against  him 
every  manly  feeling  of  judge,  jury,  counsel,  and  audience. 
After  his  enunciation  of  the  doctrine  that  whether  or  not 
seduction  be  laudable  “  depends  on  whether  it  is  found  out 
“or  not;”  his  stickling  at  the  name  of  gentlewoman;  his 
argument  that  it  does  make  a  great  difference  whether  the 
person  seduced  has  or  has  not  the  gentle  blood  in  which 
alone  gentility  consists,  and  his  replies  on  the  subject  of 
references  in  one  letter  to  “avoiding”  the  birth  of  a 
child,  there  was  some  fear  that  the  audience  would  attack 
him  before  he  left  the  witness-box.  The  affectation 
of  gentility  of  blood  came,  we  may  observe,  from 
a  man  whose  great  grandfather  was  bom,  according 
to  his  own  notion  of  who  may  be  somebody,  of  nobody. 

It  is  to  the  abhorrence  excited  by  Yelverton  that  the 
enthusiasm  on  behalf  of  his  wretched  wife  is  mainly  to  be 
attributed.  On  announcement  of  the  verdict,  barristers, 
we  are  told,  fiourished  their  wigs  in  court,  the  people 
shouted,  the  streets  were  thronged  with  exulting  crowds, 
and  the  unhappy  woman,  who  has  learnt  her  miserable 
lesson,  had  her  coach  dragged  to  her  inn  by  the  populace, 
and  was  forced  to  address  from  a  drawing-room  window 
the  “  noble-hearted  friends  who  would  live  in  her  heart 
“for  ever  as  she  lived  in  their  hearts  this  day.” 
There  is  no  reason  why  Mrs  Yelverton  should  live  in  the 
public  heart.  As  an  inexperienced,  somewhat  neglected 
girl,  she  came  in  her  teens  out  of  the  school  of  a  Erenoh 
convent  to  be  cheated  by  the  attentions  of  a  raldsh  officer 
who  had  a  well-sounding  title  in  prospect,  into  a  half- 
romantic  and  half-selfish  passion.  She  was  as  eager  to 
make  him  her  husband  as  he  was  willing  to  make  her  his 
victim.  That  she  was  honest  we  are  sure,  but  it  is  clear 
that  she  wanted  maidenly  discretion.  She  has  paid  her 


question,  and  imported  into  it  such  statements  as  that  of 
Mr  Turnbull’s  retirement  from  the  task  confided  to  him  of 
writing  the  History  of  the  Reign  of  Queen  Mary.  “  On 
“  behalf,  if  necessary,  of  her  Majesty’s  Government,”  said 
the  noble  lord,  “  I  take  this  opportunity  of  stating  to  the 
“  public  at  large  that  nothing  can  be  so  entirely  false  as 
“  the  allegation  that  Mr  Turnbull  has  received  that 
“  charge.”  Certainly,  also,  it  was  most  improper  to  assert 
that  any  indisposition  on  the  part  of  Government  to  deal 
justly  by  Catholics  had  influenced  the  treatment  of  this 
case.  Lord  Lansdowne  accepted  the  skilled  opinion  of  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  as  to  the  fidelity  with  which  the  duty 
of  calendering  had  been  performed,  and  refused  to  consider 
that,  because  a  man  had  written  a  book,  he  was  to  be  treated 
as  incapable  of  doing  what  it  was  demonstrated  that  he 
had  actually  done.  Of  the  letter  attributed  to  the  Premier 
by  Lord  Normanby,  Lord  Lansdowne  said,  that  until  he 
knew  of  its  existence  he  refused  to  believe  in  it,  for  he 
could  not  suppose  Lord  Palmerston  to  be  guilty  of  illibe- 
rality.  As  for  Mr  Turnbull,  “  his  fault  lay  in  having  given 
“in  his  resignation.” 

That  is  indeed  the  case.  It  was  perfectly  open  to  the 
Treasury,  upon  sufficient  reason  shown,  to  assent  to  Mr 
TumbuU’s  own  expressed  wish  for  the  retractation  of  a 
hasty  act,  although  the  refusal  of  the  Treasury  to  accept 


unqualified  resignation  of  a  subordinate  post  in  no  respect 
political  would  be  an  exceptional  course,  demanding  per¬ 
haps  stronger  motives  than  exist  in  a  case  like  the  present. 
But  to  religious  bitterness  improperly  imported  into  the 
discussion,  there  is  now  added  still  more  improperly  a 
spice  of  bitter  and,  we  might  almost  say,  unprincipled,  poli- 
;  tical  antagonism.  Lord  Herbert  appealed  to  the  known 
character  of  Lord  Palmerston  in  reply  to  the  direct  ques¬ 
tions  of  Earl  Grey  and  the  Earl  of  EUenborough,  “  whether 
“  he  did  or  did  not  write  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  to  say 
“  that,  in  the  event  of  Mr  Turnbull’s  appointment  being 
“  questioned  in  Parliament,  it  would  not  receive  the  sup- 
“  port  of  the  Government.” 

This  is  a  question  that  even  in  political  warfare  should 
not  have  been  raised.  And  yet  Lord  Normanby,  sacrificing 
more  than  his  cause  to  a  political  enmity,  rested  a  case 
that  lay  outside  the  strife  of  politics  on  the  report,  or  the 
report  of  a  report,  of  the  contents  of  a  private  letter  which 
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Dxuirx,  AS  A  Lobo. — Let  us  imagine  a  costermci^r 
brought  before  Mr  Beadon,  at  Marlborough-str^t  Police- 
office,  for  creating  a  disturbance  and  obstruction  in  the 
streeto.

Would  Mr  Beadon 
in  wis  case  forthwith  commit  the  ruffian,  or  would  he 
meekly  say,  If  you  don’t  know  how  to  conduct  your- 
**  self,  I  i»ill  wait  till  you  do.”  No,  the  costermonger 
would  be  sent  off  to  jail;  but  for  a  lord  there  is  all 
endurance  and  patience.  Mr  Beadon,  however,  was  not 
as  good  as  his  word;  he  did  not  wait  till  Lord  Adol¬ 
phus  Yane  Tempest  knew  how  to  conduct  himself,  as 
the  sitting  would  have  lasted  till  the  Greek  Kalends,  and 
he  dispos^  of  the  matter  by  requiring  sureties  in  5001. 
for  a  re-appearance  that  day  week,  the  interval  supposed 
to  be  requisite  for  the  sobering  of  the  noble  lord.  In  the 
case  of  a  low  fellow,  the  filthy  act  of  spitting  in  a  con¬ 
stable’s  face  would  have  been  treated  as  an  assault  on  the 
police,  and  visited  with  summary  punishment,  but  for  a 
lord  in  liquor  there  is  infinite  indulgence. 
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doing,  so  th^  put  a  bold  face  on  it  and  arm  our  new  ships 
with  old  guns.

Domestic  Annals  of  Scotland,  from  the  Devolution  to  the 
Rebellion  of  1745.  By  Robert  Chambers.  W.  andR. 
Chambers. 

Mr  Chambers  here  continues  through  some  sixty  years 
.  .  .  the  story  which,  in  the  second  of  his  former  volumes,  he

*  no  theories  of  his  own.  All  that  he  does  is  diligently 
and  honestly  to  collect  every  valuable  fact  on  record,  and 
then  to  present  all  in  strict  chronological  order,  and  m 
nearly  as  possible  in  the  words  of  the  contemporary  chroni¬ 
cler.  In  this  way  he  gives  his  readers  just  as  much 
guidance  as  will  help  them  to  form  their  own  conclusions 
as  to  the  historical  import  of  the  occurrences. 

The  period  is  one  of  unusual  interest  in  Scottish  history . 
“It  is  essentially,”  writes  Mr  Chambers,  “a  time  of 
“  transition — transition  from  harsh  and  despotic  to  con- 
“  stitutional  government ;  from  religious  intolerance  and 
“  severity  of  manners  to  milder  views  and  the  love  of 
“  elegance  and  amusement ;  from  pride,  idleness,  and 
“  poverty,  to  industrious  courses  and  the  development  of 


m 
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the  natural  resources  of  the  country.”  Mr  Chambers, 
bringing  his  whole  mind  to  the  investigation,  has  shown 
very  clearly  how  all  these  changes  took  place. 

The  favour  with  which  the  coming  over  of  William 
of  Orange  was  received  by  Englishmen  was  scantily 
shown  in  Scotland.  There  were  many  reasons  for  this. 
Chief,  perhaps,  in  the  minds  of  the  majority  of  the  people, 
was  their  traditional  affection  for  the  Stuarts.  England 
had  accepted  four  sovereigns  of  the  line,  and  had  found 
each  of  them  to  be  a  perfect  type  of  his  own  particular 
kind  of  badness.  The  very  name  was  hateful,  and  almost 
everywhere  there  was  joy  when  the  race  was  expelled. 
But  Scotchmen  saw  with  very  different  feelings  the  over¬ 
throw  of  a  family  which  had  given  rulers  to  them  for  cen¬ 
turies, — and  more  than  that,  which  had  given  Scottish 
rulers  to  the  haughty  Saxons,  against  whom  there  was 
yet  no  lack  of  national  animosity.  Consequently  there 
were  gatherings  of  disaffected  subjects,  just  strong  enough 
to  keep  alive  the  Jacobite  cause,  to  compel  much  shedding 
of  blood,  and  to  hinder  the  real  progress  of  the  country. 
The  opposition  ended  with  the  quelling  of  the  llebellion  of 
1 745,  and  since  then  there  has  been  one  national  feeling  on 
both  sides  of  the  Tweed.  The  result  was  the  establish¬ 
ment  in  the  north  of  laws  which  English  experience  had 
proved  to  be  good,  and  which  were  to  ensure  large  benefits 
to  the  people. 

Apart  from  politics  the  most  important  change  was  in 
religious  toleration.  Whatever  bigotry  may  still  survive 
in  the  Presbyterian  breast  is  nothing  in  comparison  with 
the  spirit  which  prevailed  a  century  and  a  half  ago.  Per¬ 
secution  fell  equally  upon  all  who  dissented  from  the 
doctrines  of  John  Knox.  Clergymen  of  the  Established 
Church  durst  not  use  their  prayer-books  on  peril  of  being 
mobbed  and  publicly  beaten,  with  the  connivance  of  the 
Government.  Still  worse  was  it  with  Catholics.  For 
them,  whenever  they  w'ere  found,  exile  or  imprisonment 
was  considered  a  mild  penalty.  But  perhaps  the  severest 
handling  was  endured  by  the  Quakers,  since  their  prin¬ 
ciple  of  non-resistance  made  them  subjects  even  to  the 
most  cowardly  for  beating,  stoning,  and  all  insulf.  A  party, 
for  example,  were  bold  enough  to  assemble  in  a  private 
house  in  Glasgow.  Promptly  a  company  of  Presbyterian 
church  elders  “  attended  with  the  rude  rabble  of  the  town, 
“  haled  them  to  James  Sloss,  bailie,  who,  for  no  other  cause 
**  than  their  said  meeting,  dragged  them  to  prison,  where 
**  some  of  them  were  kept  the  space  of  eight  days.”  During 
this  time  their  meeting-house  was  plundered,  and  the  only 
result  of  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  administrative  body 
was  a  recommendation  that  their  furniture  should  be  given 
back. 

Into  the  domestic  life  of  the  Scotch  during  this  period 
Mr  Chambers  gives  us  very  complete  insight.  To  a  stranger 
entering  a  household  the  first  noticeable  peculiarity  would 
be  the  severity  of  religious  observance.  No  frivolous  talk 
was  tolerated,  and  there  was  a  Scriptural  formula  for  the 
doing  of  every  duty.  Children  were  taught  to  regard  the 
Deity  with  awe  and  terror,  and  to  hold  their  parents  in 
almost  equal  dread.  Few  books  not  devotional  were  read, 
and  refinement  was  considered  to  savour  too  much  of  the 
world. 

On  this  last  point  there  is  curious  matter  in  a  set  of 

Rules  of  Good  Breeding,”  which  one  Adam  Petrie  wrote 
for  the  guidance  of  his  countrymen.  He  urges  a  certain 
amount  of  ceremony  as  being  proper  and  Christian.  “  I 

have  seen,”  he  says,  “  some  noblemen  treat  gentlemen 
**  like  their  dependents,  and  carry  to  the  an'bassadors  of 
“  Jesus  Christ  as  if  they  had  been  their  footmen.”  It  is 
not  well,  he  teaches,  to  run  or  walk  too  quickly  in  the 
streets,  nor  to  hurry  into  the  society  of  women,  without 
giving  them  time  to  appear  to  advantage.  It  is  wrong  for 
a  man  to  enter  a  house  without  gloves,  and  for  a  woman 
to  address  her  superior  with  her  gown  tucked  up.  It  is 
not  seemly  to  make  noises  or  grimaces  in  company.  The 
handkerchief  must  be  used  discreetly,  and  “beware  of 
‘‘offering  it  to  any  except  they  desire  it.”  The  French 
and  English  practice  of  kissing  is  indecent.  “  If  a  lady  of 
“  quality  advance  to  you  and  tender  her  cheek,  you  are 
“  only  to  pretend  to  salute  her  by  putting  your  head  to  her 
“  hood :  when  she  advances  give  her  a  low  bow ;  and  when 
“  you  retreat  give  her  another.” 

^  On  special  occasions  levity  was  orthodox  even  in  pious 
circles.  When  a  marriage  took  place  it  was  proper  to  sew 
favours  all  over  the  bride’s  dress.  The  moment  the  ser¬ 
vice  was  ended  the  whole  company  rushed  upon  her  and 
tugged  at  her  until  all  the  favours  were  stripped  off.  Then 
the  bridegroom’s  man  had  to  scuflle  with  her  until  he  had 
got  possession  of  her  garter,  a  costly  ornament  specially 
put  on  for  the  occasion.  Modest  ladies  tied  it  loosely,  so 
that  it  might  fall  at  once  upon  the  fioor.  As  soon  as  it 
was  secured  it  was  cut  into  small  pieces,  numerous  enough 
for  each  one  of  the  party  to  have  one. 

Equally  characteristic  were  the  practices  observed  upon 
the  demise  of  a  friend.  In  1727  Lord  Forglen  died,  and 
on  the  same  day  there  was  a  gathering  of  doctors  in  his 
house.  The  clerk  ushered  them  into  a  room  where  there 
was  plenty  of  wine.  After  they  had  drunk  moderately 
they  rose  to  depart.  “  No,  no,  gentlemen,  not  so,”  said 
the  clerk.  “  It  was  the  express  will  o’  the  dead  that  I 
“  should  fill  ye  a’  fou,  and  1  maun  fulfil  the  will  o’  the 
“ dead.” — “And  indeed,”  said  he  who  has  told  the  story, 

“  he  did  fulfil  the  will  o’  the  dead,  for  before  the  end  o’ ’t 
“  there  was  na  ane  o’  us  able  to  bite  his  ain  thoomb.” 

About  one  small  incident  which  Mr  Chambers  adduces 
there  is  a  grimness  very  fitting  to  the  land  in  which  Blair’s 
“Grave”  was  written  and  became  popular.  In  1699  a 
man  named  Donaldson  obtained  a  patent  for  a  new  sort  of 
funeral-letter,  vhich  found  favour  by  reason  of  “the 


“  decencie  and  ornament  of  a  border  of  skeletons,  mort- 
“  heads,  and  other  emblems  of  mortality.” 

In  that  year  there  was  special  demand  for  such  mourn¬ 
ing-paper.  A  severe  famine  spreading  over  the  four 
previous  years  had  caused  great  misery  and  frightful  mor¬ 
tality.  It  produced  a  multitude  of  paupers,  vagabonds 
of  whom  Fletcher  of  Saltoun  has  given  an  account : 

No  msgistrato  (he  sayt)  could  ever  discover  which  way  one  in  a 
hundred  of  these  wretches  died,  or  that  ever  they  were  baptised. 
Many  murders  have  been  discovered  among  them ;  and  they  are  not 
only  a  most  unspeakable  oppression  to  poor  tenants  (who,  if  they  give 
not  bread  or  some  kind  of  provision  to  perhaps  forty  such  villains  in  a 
day,  are  sure  to  be  insulted  by  them),  but  they  rob  many  poor  people 
who  live  in  houses  distant  from  any  neighbourhood.  lu  years  of 
plenty,  many  thousands  of  them  meet  together  in  the  mountains, 
where  they  feast  and  riot  for  many  days  ;  and  at  country-weddings, 
markets,  burials,  and  other  the  like  public  occasions,  they  are  to  be 
seen,  both  men  and  women,  perpetually  drunk,  cursing,  blaspheming, 
and  fighting  together. 

This  statement  may  be  exaggerated,  but  it  is  mainly 
confirmed  by  other  contemporary  information.  For  a  part 
of  one  description  of  the  famine,  written  by  Patrick 
Walker,  we  must  find  room,  on  account  of  the  pathos  of 
the  telling. 

Meal  became  so  scarce,  that  it  was  at  ta’o  shillings  a  peck,  and 
many  could  not  get  it.  It  was  not  then  with  many,  “  Where  will  we 
get  siller  ?”  but,  “  Where  shall  we  get  meal  for  siller  ?  ”  I  have  seen, 
when  meal  was  sold  in  markets,  women  clapping  their  hands  and  tear¬ 
ing  the  clothes  off  their  beads,  crying :  “  IIow  shall  we  go  home  and 
sec  our  children  die  of  hunger  ?  They  have  got  no  meat  these  two 
days,  and  we  have  nothing  to  give  them  !”  Through  the  long  continu¬ 
ance  of  those  manifold  judgments,  deaths  and  burials  were  so  many 
.and  common,  that  the  living  were  wearied  with  the  burial  of  the  dead. 
I  have  seen  corpses  drawn  in  sleds.  Many  got  neither  coffin  nor 
winding-sheet.  1  was  one  of  four  who  carried  the  corpse  of  a  young 
woman  a  mile  of  way,  and  when  we  came  to  the  grave,  an  honest 
poor  man  came  and  said:  “You  roust  go  and  help  to  bury  my  son; 
he  has  lain  dead  these  two  days ;  otherwise,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  bury 
him  in  my  own  yard.”  We  went,  and  there  were  eight  of  us  had 
to  carry  the  corpse  of*  that  young  man  two  miles,  many  neighbours 
looking  on  ue,  but  none  to  help  us.  I  was  credibly  informed  that  in 
the  north,  two  sisters  on  a  Monday  morning  were  found  carrying  the 
corpse  of  their  brother  on  a  bairow  with  bearing  ropes,  resting  them¬ 
selves  many  times,  and  none  offering  to  help  them.  1  have  seen  some 
walking  about  at  sunsetting,  and  next  day,  at  six  o’clock  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  mornings,  found  dead  in  their  houses,  without  making  any  stir 
at  their  death,  their  head  lying  upon  their  hand,  with  as  great  a  smell 
as  if  they  had  been  four  days  dead ;  the  mice  or  rats  having  eaten  a 
great  part  of  their  bands  and  arms. 

Many  had  cleanness  of  teeth  in  our  cities,  and  want  of  bread  in  our 
borders ;  and  to  some  the  staff  of  bread  was  so  utterly  broken  (which 
makes  complete  famine),  that  they  did  eat,  but  were  neither  satisfied 
nor  nourished ;  and  some  of  them  said  to  me,  that  they  could  mind 
nothing  but  meat,  and  were  nothing  bettered  by  it ;  and  that  they 
were  utterly  unconcerned  about  their  souls,  whether  they  went  to 
heaven  or  hell. 

The  nearer  and  sorer  these  plagues  seized,  the  sadder  were  their 
effects,  that  took  away  all  natural  and  relative  affection,  so  that 
husbands  bad  no  sympathy  for  their  wives,  nor  wives  for  their 
husbands,  parents  for  their  children,  nor  children  for  their  parents. 
These  and  other  things  have  made  me  to  doubt  if  ever  any  of  Adam’s 
race  were  in  a  more  deplorable  condition,  their  bodies  and  spirits 
more  low,  than  many  were  in  these  years. 

There  can  be  no  better  proof  of  the  need  of  great  reform 
in  Scottish  administration  than  in  the  fact  that,  while  the 
country  was  suffering  from  famine  like  this,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  resolved  to  preserve  the  monopoly  by  directing  that 
all  grain  imported  from  Ireland  should  be  staved  and  sunk. 
“  This  importation  of  meal,”  it  was  announced,  “is  good 
“for  the  poor,  making  it  cheap,  but  it  sinks  the  gentle- 
“  men’s  rents  in  these  western  shires.” 

Ignorance,  poverty,  and  oppression  induced  among  many 
of  the  people  a  very  lawless  state  of  mind.  Parties  of 
professed  robbers  went  about  the  country,  who  retained 
some  of  the  spirit  of  Robin  Hood  and  the  mediaeval  out¬ 
laws.  Of  this  class  was  James  Maepherson,  whose  name 
Bums  has  made  immortal.  He  was  a  man  of  good  parts, 
skilful  in  music,  and  with  some  rough  thought  of  equity 
in  his  damaging  of  rich  men’s  property.  In  1700,  the 
Laird  of  Braco  resolved  to  bring  him  and  his  comrades  to 
justice.  With  much  difficulty  he  succeeded  in  his  purpose, 
and  the  outlaw  was  sent  to  execution.  He  spent  his  last 
hours  in  composing  a  melody  commemorative  of  his  own 
courage,  and  then,  as  Bums  said  with  historic  accuracy, 

Sae  rantingly,  aae  wantonly, 

Sae  dantonly  gaed  he. 

He  played  a  spring  and  danced  it  round. 

Beneath  the  gallows  tree. 

Among  his  illustrations  of  the  rightful  exercise  of  justice, 
Mr  Chambers  places  many  instances  of  the  fate  of  the 
innocent  who  fell  victims  to  ignorance  and  superstition. 
There  are  several  accounts  of  punishment  for  witchcraft, 
some  of  them  containing  very  curious  and  characteristic 
details.  The  whole  work,  indeed,  abounds  in  instructive 
and  amusing  matter,  and  no  one  can  read  it  without 
learning  something  more  than  he  had  known  before  of  the 
mixed  virtues  and  vices  of  our  common  nature,  besides 
getting  a  very  thorough  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  life 
in  Scotland  during  sixty  eventful  years  of  its  history.

The  walrus  is  fresh  game,  at  any  rate.  Albania  is  fami¬ 
liar  as  Kent  to  the  reader  of  sporting  adventure.  The 
known  parts  of  Africa  have  been  used  up,  even  a  hippo¬ 
potamus  hunt  would  be  stale  reading ;  tiger  and  elephant 
hunts  and  all  the  doings  of  the  old  Shekarry  are  a  tale 
that  is  told  ;  so  the  turn  comes  for  Spitsbergen  and 
the  walruses.  Mr  Lament,  not  caring  to  trust  to  his 
yacht  in  icy  seas,  hired  a  Scandinavian  coasting  sloop  at 
Hammerfest. 

Suitably  planked,  he  says,  and  provided  with  a  iqaare  topsail 
and  everything  requisite  for  a  suminer's  campaign  against  the  fsrse 


naturae  of  the  arctic  regions;  and  including  casks  to  stow  their 
blubber  in,  as  I  expected  to  be  reimbursed  for  at  least  a  part  of  the 
heavy  outlay  these  preparations  entailed,  by  the  proceeds  of  skins  and 
oil.  I  also  ordered  two  suitable  whale-  (or  rather  walrus-)  boats  to 
be  constructed  in  Hammerfest,  of  a  sizo  slightly  larger  than  those 
commonly  used,  so  as  to  admit  of  an  amateur  sitting  comfortably  in 
the  stem  without  his  having  necessarily  to  act  as  one  of  the  boat’s 
crew :  and,  finally,  1  desire  my  agent  to  engage  two  skilful  har- 
poonerr,  and  men  enough  to  man  the  boats  and  navigate  the  “jagt” 
— English  sailors  being  almost  as  useless  as  the  boats  for  this  descrip¬ 
tion  of  work. 

On  mentioning  my  projected  expedition  to  a  friend,  renowned  as  a 
sportsman  with  the  rifle  and  the  spear  on  the  plains  of  India,  and 
telling  him  of  the  sport  I  expected  amongst  the  icebei^ofthe  North, 
he  at  once  agreed  to  join  me,  and  entered  with  heart  and  purse  into 
the  arnngements ;  and  here  let  me  state  that,  during  ten  years  I  have 
spent  in  travelling  in  different  parts  of  the  world,  I  have  never  fallen 
in  with  a  pleasanter  and  more  unselfish  companion,  or  a  keener  and  a 
braver  sportsman,  than  Lord  David  Kennedy. 

As  long  as  possible  Oinevra  the  yacht  accompanied  the 
sloop  Anna  Louisa,  for  Anna  Louisa  had  been  to  Spits¬ 
bergen  the  previous  summer,  and  was  still  over*scented 
with  the  stench  of  walrus  oil.  The  walrus’  skins,  blabber, 
and  ivory  are  articles  of  trade  that  maintain  a  little  fleet 
of  hardy  mariners,  whose  position  Mr  Lamont  thus 
describes ; 

It  is  a  terribly  hard  and  dangerous  life  these  Spitsbergen  walrus  - 
hunters  live,  and  I  observe  that  they  all  have  a  restless,  weary  look 
about  the  eyes — a  look  as  if  contracted  by  being  perpitually  in  the 
presence  of  danger.  They  are  a  wild,  rough,  reckless  lot  of  iellows; 
bold,  hardy,  and  enduring  of  cold,  hunger,  and  fatigue  ;  active  and 
energetic  while  at  sea,  and  nearly  always  drunk  while  at  home.  So 
many  bad  accidents  have  been  caused  by  their  having  brandy  on 
board,  that  of  late  the  owners  have  supplied  them  with  tea  and 
ooffee  instead,  and  it  is  found  that  men  work  quite  as  well,  and 
stand  the  climate  quite  as  well  upon  these  as  upon  spirits ;  but  this 
enforced  temperance  seems  to  cause  a  sort  of  reaction  whenever  they 
g(‘t  the  opportunity  of  indulging  to  excess. 

Of  late  years  the  merchants  of  Tromsde  and  Hammerfest,  who  fit 
out  these  vessels,  have  adopted  the  sagacioiu  system  of  paying  their 
crews  by  a  share  of  the  proceeds  in  lieu  of  money  wages,  and  this  of 
course  is  a  very  great  stimulus  to  the  men  to  work  hsrd  and  to  lose 
no  opportunity  of  killing  every  walrus  and  seal  that  they  possibly 
can.  The  usual  system  1  believe  to  be  as  follows :  The  owners  fit  out 
and  provision  the  vessel,  and  advance  to  the  men  on  credit  what  money 
they  require  to  buy  clothing  and  to  provide  necessaries  for  their  fami¬ 
lies  during  their  absence  :  whatever  the  cargo  obtained  may  consist  of, 
one  third  of  the  gross  proceeds  is  then  set  apart  for  the  crew,  and 
divided  into  shares,  of  which  the  captain  gets  three,  each  harpooner 
two,  and  the  other  men  one  each.  Thus,  if  the  gross  proceeds  of  a 
voyage  in  skins,  blubber,  and  ivory  be  estimated  at  2,000  dollar^, 
and  the  number  of  hands  amounts  to  ten,  which  is  the  usual  numbtr 
for  a  vessel  with  two  boats,  the  shares  will  be  worth  47^  dollars,  or 
about  10/.  each :  104  is  a  much  more  important  sum  of  money  in 
Norway  than  it  is  in  Britain ;  and  so  (putting  aside  the  exciung 
nature  of  the  occupation),  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  best  seamen 
and  boldest  spirits  of  the  north  of  Norway  should  be  generally  found 
in  the  Spitsbergen  sealers.  These  are  the  true  descendants  and 
successors  of  the  gallant  Vikings  and  Berserkars,  who  of  old  ravaged 
and  conquered  the  coasts  of  Europe  from  Jutland  to  Otranto. 

The  great  Spitzbergen  seal,  the  bear,  and  the  reindeer 
gave  occupation  also  to  tho  sportsmen,  but  the  more  dan¬ 
gerous  pursuit  of  the  walrus  was  the  chief  source  of  their 
pleasure.  Not  always,  however,  of  their  pleasure.  We 
have  heard  of  the  affection  of  the  walrus  for  its  young. 
Incidents  like  the  following  might  put  even  an  eager 
hunter  out  of  heart  with  his  harpoon  and  gun.  A  cow 
and  calf  walrus  were  attacked,  the  cow  had  already  a  lost 
harpoon  in  her  back : 

I  never  in  my  life  witnessed  anything  more  interesting  and  more 
affecting  than  the  wonderful  maternal  affection  displayed  by  this  poor 
walrus.  After  she  was  fast  to  the  harpoon  and  was  draggling  the  boat 
furiously  amongst  the  ioeberg|^  I  was  going  to  shoot  her  through  the 
head  that  we  might  have  time  to  foUow  the  others ;  but  Christian 
called  to  me  not  to  shoot  as  she  had  a  “  junger”  with  her.  Altbo’jgh 
I  did  not  understand  his  object,  I  reserved  my  fire,  and  upon  looking 
closely  at  the  walrus  when  she  came  up  to  breathe,  I  then  perceived 
that  she  held  a  very  young  calf  under  her  right  arm,  and  I  saw  that 
he  wanted  to  harpoon  it ;  but  whenever  he  poised  the  weapon  to 
throw,  the  old  cow  seemed  to  watch  the  direction  of  it  and  inter¬ 
posed  her  own  body,  and  she  seemed  to  receive  with  pleasure  several 
harpoons  which  were  intended  for  the  young  one.  At  last  a  well- 
aimed  dart  struck  the  calf,  and  we  then  shortened  up  the  lines 
attached  to  the  cow  and  finished  her  with  the  lanoes.  Christian  now 
bad  time  and  breath  to  explain  to  me  why  he  was  ao  anxious  to 
secure  the  calf,  and  he  proceed  to  give  me  a  practical  illustration 
of  bis  meaning  by  gently  “stirring  up”  the  unfortunate  junger  with 
the  butt  end  of  a  harpoon  shaft.  Thu  caiued  the  poor  little  animal 
to  emit  a  peculiar,  plaintive,  grunting  cry,  eminently  expressive  of 
alarm  and  of  a  desire  for  assistance,  and  Christian  said  it  would  bring 
all  the  herd  round  about  the  boat  immediately.  Unfortunatelv, 
however,  we  bad  been  so  long  in  getting  hold  of  our  poor  litus 
decoy  duck,  that  the  others  bad  all  gone  out  of  bearing,  and  they 
abandoned  their  young  relative  to  his  fate,  which  quickly  overtook 
him  in  the  shape  of  a  lance  thnut  from  the  remorseless  Christian. 

I  don’t  think  I  shall  ever  forget  the  faces  of  the  old  walrus  and 
her  calf  as  they  looked  back  at  ue  boat !  The  countenanoe  of  the 
young  one  so  expressive  of  abject  terror,  and  yet  of  confidence  in  its 
mother’s  power  of  protecting  it,  as  it  swam  along  under  her  wing ; 
and  the  old  cow’s  face  showing  such  reckless  defiance  for  all  that  we 
could  do  to  herself,  and  yet  such  terrible  anxiety  as  to  Ue  safety  of 
her  calf ! 

There  is  another  point  of  view  from  which  the  vpoft 
among  sea-horses  does  not  recommend  itself,  and  that  u  iti 
issue  in  the  barrelling  of  blubber : 

Hitherto  all  our  skins,  with  the  blubber  attached,  had  been  thrown

We  need  say  little  of  the  first  and  last  pieces.  The  first 
is  in  Mozart’s  happiest  and  most  winning  style :  the  two 
allegro  movements  sparkling — the  “  Andante  grazioso  ” 
elegant  and  tender ;  and  we  cannot  but  wonder  that  it  is 
not  more  frequently  brought  before  an  English  audience. 
The  last  is  a  carefully-constructed  composition  in  Mr 
Macfarren’s  usual  musician-like  style.  But  the  trio  by 
Franck  is  certainly  a  remarkable  one.  Cdsar  Auguste 
Franck,  whose  name  will  be  new  to  many  of  our  readers, 
is  a  musician  of  the  present  day,  bom  at  Liege  in  1822, 
and  is,  as  we  learn  from  Mr  Macfarren’s  comments  on 
the  programme,  now  supporting  himself  as  an  organist 
at  Paris.  Between  the  years  1840  and  1850  he  printed 
four  trios  and  some  smaller  compositions  for  the  pianoforte, 
but  these  were  not  received  with  sufficient  cordiality  to 
tempt  him  to  continue  his  labours,  and  he  has  published 
nothing  since.  Of  the  composition  to  which  we  were 
introduced  on  Tuesday  evening,  it  is  difficult  to  say  much 
from  a  single  hearing :  but  we  do  not  hesitate  to  express 
an  opinion  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  original  productions 
— most  utterly  unlike  any  other  style  or  age — that  we 
have  ever  heard.  A  greater  contrast  to  the  exquisite 
melodics  of  Mozart’s  trio,  which  preceded  it,  can  scarcely 
be  imagined :  the  one  (overflowing  with  exquisite  melody, 
and  fascinating  its  hearers  by  the  delicious  softness  of  its 
beauty — the  other,  wild  and  sombre  in  its  style,  carrying 
us  back  in  feeling  to  an  age  and  place  far  remote  from 
civilisation  and  Hanover  square.  The  first  movement 
(andante  grazioso  in  F  sharp  minor)  opens  with  a  gloomy 
subject,  gloomily  given  out  in  the  style  of  a  fugal  work  in 
the  bass,  and  afterwards  taken  up  by  the  other  instruments. 
It  seems  as  if  the  composer  wished  to  carry  his  audience 
to  the  forests  of  a  country  yet  in  its  primeval  state,  and  to 
convey  to  it  the  impression  of  a  deity  speaking  in  sepul¬ 
chral  tones  from  the  recesses  of  the  darkness.  And  this 
character  pervades  the  whole  work.  The  opening  subject 
not  only  appears  from  time  to  time  in  the  first  movement, 
but  its  gloomy  notes  are  frequently  heard  in  the  second 
and  third  (allegro  molto  and  allegro  maestoso)  movements ; 
and  although  some  of  the  later  subjects  are  somewhat 
gentler  and  more  melodious,  yet  the  whole  composition 
never  loses  the  sombre  tone  which  characterises  its  com¬ 
mencement. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  M.  Franck  possessed  genius, 
and  that,  too,  of  a  high  order.  Whether  he  possess  also 
a  sufficient  feeling  for  melody  to  produce  an  effect  upon 
more  than  the  few  musicians  (but  not  necessarily  including 
all  musicians)  who  happen  to  be  struck  by  the  grandeur  of 
his  ideas,  is  more  than  we  can  say.  But  we  hope  on  some 
future  occasion  to  have  an  opportunity  of  forming  a  better 
judgment  upon  this  remarkable  composer. 

Of  Miss  Palmer’s  execution  of  the  two  sacred  songs  of 
Beethoven  and  of  Schubert’s  beautiful  “  Erl  King  ”  we 
need  say  no  more  than  that  it  was  careful  and  artistic. 
Perhaps  we  are  fastidious:  but  we  think  Miss  Palmer 
has  hardly  enough  dramatic  power  to  do  justice  to  the 
Erl  King— a  composition  which  in  its  wildness  and  gran¬ 
deur  is  a  fit  companion  to  Franck’s  trio.

FOREIGN  NEWS. 


FBANCE. 

The  Debate  on  the  Address  in  the  Senate  was  distinguished 
by  a  very  remarkable  epeechfrom  Prince  Napoleony  which  occupied  four 
hours,  and  was  as  strong  in  defence  of  the  Emperor’s  policy  as  it  was 
striking  for  its  eloquence  and  sustained  vigour.  The  most  important 
part  of  it  was  that  which  related  to  the  temporal  authority  of  the  Pope. 
We  cite  the  passage  : 

There  now  remains  the  question  of  the  application  of  the  Papal  power. 
Certainly  the  Pope  must  preserve  his  independence  and  cannot  Income 
the  subject  of  a  new  sovereign.  This  constitutes  the  great  difficult^f 
the  question  of  Rome,  but  it  is  not  impossible  to  solve  the  problem.  The 
Pope  is  the  Spiritual  Head  of  the  Church ;  could  he  not  reside  at  Borne 
with  an  amount  of  independence  which  would  make  him  neither  the 
chief  nor  the  subject  of  any  one  ?  The  geographical  ntuatiom  cf  Rome,  di¬ 
vided  by  the  liber  into  two  perfectly  distinct  cities,  one  the  Catholic 
city  and  that  of  the  Vatican  on  the  right  bank,  and  the  other  on  the 
left,  appears  to  offer  a  solution.  Is  it  imp^ible  to  seciure  the  indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  Pope  in  one  of  thoee  citiee  by  giving  him  a  gandson,  and  se¬ 
curing  to  him  a  budget  guaranteed  by  all  theFowers?  The  Pop^  thua 
surrounded  by  the  veneration  of  Christianity,  with  a  special  jurisdiction, 
and  with  his  own  flag,  would  preserve  all  his  independence.  Borne 
would  become,  as  it  were,  the  sanctuary  and  the  oasis  of  Christianity. 
It  will,  I  know,  be  said  that  these  are  chimeras ;  but  many  things  which 
have  been  designated  as  such  have  been  realized  during  the  last  three 
years.  When  a  difficulty  presents  Itself  it  is  in  vain  to  hope  to  put  it  off, 
for  it  must  be  solved.  We  are  in  presence  of  Italian  unity;  that  must

Thb  Mibes  Atfaik  has  been  the  subject  of  a  report  in  the  llonittwr^ 
addre$$ed  bg  the  Minuter  of  JuUice  to  the  Emperor.  The  Minister 
mentions  the  reports  which  have  been  prevalent,  and  according  to 
which  M.  Miris  had  known  how  to  create  for  himself  by  a  auspicious 
generosity  protectors  sufficiently  powerful  to  shield  him  from  the 
chastisement  of  justice.  The  reports  also  asserted  that  the  evil  was 
so  general  and  so  great  that  the  Government,  at  the  risk  of  saving  the 
guilty  parties,  had  resolved  upon  allowing  the  affair  to  drop,  in  order 
to  avoid  scandals  whose  results  would  ho  incalculable  rather  than^lay 
bare  the  moral  ulcers  caused  by  corruption. 

These  assertions  (continue  the  Minister),  involve  honour  and  justice 
in  such  a  manner  that  I  believe  it  necessary  to  point  them  out  to  your  | 
Majesty.  Everybody  in  France  acknowledge  integrity,  honour,  and 
justice,  and  it  cannot  be  tolerated  that  the  deim  should  be  attributed 
to  government  of  casting  a  veil  over  acts  which  are  amenable  to  the 
severity  of  the  penal  law.  As  the  Emperor,  at  the  outset  of  the  affair, 
ordered  that  justice  should  go  to  the  bottom  of  the  matter  resolutely  and 
without  attention  to  any  personal  consideration ;  therefore,  justice  will 
be  pursued  with  a  care  and  patience  which  will  not  be  baffled  by  any 
obstacles.  Nothing  will  escape  its  investigation,  and  if,  contrary  to  mv 
expectations,  the  accusations  which  narty  spirit  has  raised,  and  which 
are  propagat^  by  malignity  and  wani,  ..I  reflection,  do  not  fall  before  the 
examination  which  has  been  commenced,  justice  shall  not  fail  in  its 
mission. 

ITALY. 

Tub  Govebnors  of  Messiba  and  Civitella  del  Tbonto  have 
both  refused  to  surrender,  and  the  Sardinians  are  now  engaged  in  the 
reduction  of  those  places.  The  bombardment  of  Civitella  del  Tronto 
commenced  on  the  28th  ult.,  and  the  place  will  probably  soon  be 
taken.  The  siege  of  Messina  has  also  commenced,  and  seems  likely 
to  be  carried  on  in  a  very  vindictive  spirit.  General  Fergola,  ignor* 
ing  the  capitulation  of  Gaels,  has  declared  to  General  Cialdini  that 
the  works  commenced  against  the  citadel  constitute  a  violation  of  the 
convention  between  himself  and  Garibaldi,  and  that  he  would  bombard 
the  town  if  they  were  carried  on.  In  reply  General  Cialdini  informed  him 
that  for  every  person  who  should  be  killed  or  wounded  by  such  bom¬ 
bardment  he  would  order  on  officer  of  the  citadel  to  be  shot,  and  that 
henceforth  he  should  not  consider  him  as  a  general,  but  a  rebel 
against  King  Victor  Emmanuel.  The  OffidalJoumal  of  Naples,  of  the 
7th  notifies  the  blockade  of  the  citadel  of  Messina.  Hostilities  have 
commenced.  All  foreign  vessels  have  left  Messina,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  those  of  England  and  America.  The  English  captains  have 
declared  their  intention  of  remaining  in  order  to  protect  the  property 
of  their  countrymen.

when  common  interests  are  at  stake,  but  to  come  to  an  nndmtanaing  wltn 
the  other  great  Powers.  ThU  is  the  true  secret  for  nerving  the  p^  of 
the  world.  .  .  .  We  are  now  asked  what  will  be  the  ult^r  line  of 
condact  of  the  Emperor.  The  quetUon  U  mo  coropIiMted  that  it  would 
bo  impomible  to  Uy  down  any  fixed  rule  ofacUon.  All  that  we  can  wy 
is  this If  we  have  shown  that  the  Emperor  for  t^  1^  eight^months 
has  done  all  that  could  be  done  to  maintain  the  fundamental  principles 
of  our  Government  towards  Austria,  towards  thympnlation  of  luly, 
and  towards  the  safety  and  independence  of  the  Holv  Father,  if  you 
believe  that  with  us,  enlightened  by  the  past,  then  place  confidence  in 
the  Emperor  and  hb  policy. 

M.  Billault  declined  answering  a  question  put  to  him  by  Count  Do 
Segur  JAugueeeeau,  who  wished  to  know  whether  the  French  troops 
were  to  be  withdrawn  from  Rome.  For  eleven  years,  be  said,  France 
had  given  proofs  of  her  devotion  to  the  Holy  Father,  and  no  one  had 
a  right  to  suspect  her  intentions.  He  then  passed  a  severe  censure 
upon  the  **  insults  and  odious  illusions  ”  recently  expressed  against 
the  Emperor.  Cardinal  Donnet  spoke  in  favour  of  the  temporal 
power  of  the  Pope,  and  moved  that  the  Senate  should  adopt  an 
amendment  that  the  sword  of  France  should  continue  to  protect  the 
independence  of  the  Pope  and  the  maintenance  of  his  temporal  power,  j 
M.  Billault  said  that  the  Government  would  reply  to  the  Cardinal’s 
spieech  when  the  debate  on  the  Address  by  paragraphs  came  on.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  he  said  that  the  Government  rejected  the 
amendment.  On  the  tubject  of  the  English  alliance  he  made  the  fol¬ 
lowing  remarks : 

As  I  speak  of  England,  permit  me  en  paesant  a  word  on  a  bad  politi^l 
feeling  which  is  manifested  frequently  outside  this  assembly,  and  which 
I  have  likewise  seen  appear  here.  There  is  in  that  alliance  with  Eng¬ 
land— -that  good  understanding  between  two  great  nations,  a  valuable 
guarantee  for  the  peace  of  the  world,  and  for  its  liberties.  It  is  impos¬ 
sible,  no^oubt,  particularly  after  a  rivalry  of  so  many  centuries,  that 
there  should  not  be  points  of  contact— competition  in  affairs  or  in  in¬ 
fluence-jealousies  about  supremacy,  between  two  nations  so  powerful 
and  so  eminent  in  peace  and  in  war.  We  should  not  be  men  if  there 
were  not  differences  and  rivalry  between  us  even  with  the  profound  con¬ 
viction  of  the  necessity  for  our  alliance.  But,  notwithstanding  these 
little  differences  and  these  little  difficulties,  what  prudent  man  would  be 
BO  great  an  enemy  of  the  peace  of  the  world  as  to  wish  for  the  rupture  of 
thU  alliance  ?  What  intelligent  man  can  deny  that  this  alliance  has  ac¬ 
complished  great  things,  and  that  still  more  remain  to  be  done?  ConM- 
qnently,  though  well  aware  of  the  part  England  performed  in  the  affairs 
of  Italy,  what  she  did  in  her  point  of  view,  for  she  is  Protestant  and  we 
are  Catholics,  let  ns  not  be  astonished  that  she  should  have  pursued  her 
policy  and  we  ours ;  and  let  us  not  seek  a  pretext  to  create  an  angry 
discussion. 

The  diecueeion  by  paragrapike  was  begun  on  Monday,  by  M.  de  Boieey, 
who  expressed  his  regret  ti^t  in  the  draft  addrees  no  mention  was 
made  of  the  navy,  which  would  render  such  great  service  in  a  war 
with  England,  which  be  desired.  (This  remark  was  received  with 
expressions  of  dissatisfaction.)  He  maintained  that  the  benefits  of 
the  English  alliance  had  been  exaggerated,  declared  that  a  great 
majority  of  the  country  were  of  his  opinion,  and  further  attacked 


the  Government  Palace,  where  the  Agricultural  Society  was  actually 
holding  a  sitting.  As  the  eortige  approached  the  Place  St  Jean  a  squaa- 
ron  of  mounted  gendarmes  suddenly  made  their  appearance,  began  mak¬ 
ing  use  of  their  sabres,  and  killing  several  persons.  A  great  tumult 
ensued ;  those  of  the  eortige  who  were  attacked  defended  themselves  for 
some  time  with  their  flag-staffs  and  torches.  In  about  one  hour  after¬ 
wards  the  whole  garrison  was  under  arms  and  occupied  all  the  public 
squares  and  princqial  streets,  which,  however,  remained  crowded  by  Baan 
during  the  night. 

A  letter  dated  Cracow,  Ist  March,  says : 

After  the  manifestation  of  the  3Ath  February,  during  the  whole  of  the 
36th  and  37th  the  Russian  troops  were  stationed  in  the  public  squares 
and  principal  streets.  The  city  was  perfectiy  tranquil,  but  had  a  sad  and 
gloomy  aspect.  The  Agricultural  Society  continued  its  sittings.  On 
the  37th  a  funeral  procession  issued  forth  from  the  Church  of  the  Bemar- 
dins.  The  troops  stationed  in  the  Cracow  faubourg  attempted  to  drive 
it  back  into  the  church.  The  people,  indignant,  pelted  the  soldiers  with 
stones.  The  troop  charged  them  and  firra  a  volley.  At  this  moment 
the  members  of  the  Agricultural  Society  were  leaving  the  palace  where 
the  sittings  are  held,  and  were  crossing  the  street  Six  of  them  were 
struck  by  the  Russian  bullets,  and  fell  dead ;  they  were  well-known  and 
esteemed  citizens.  At  this  sight  a  general  tumult  broke  out  The  pru¬ 
dent  and  influential  men  of  the  town  succeeded  in  calming  the  people 
and  prevented  them  from  desperate  acts.  Count  Andre  Zamoyskf,  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  Agricultural  ScKiiety,  waited  upon  Prince  Gortschakoff ;  a 
deputation  from  the  city  followed  him  to  make  a  complaint  against  the 
military,  and  to  demand  that  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants  should  be  as¬ 
sured.  The  Prince  expressed  his  regret  and  said  he  would  take  measures. 
On  the  38th  the  people  seized  upon  the  bodies  of  the  citizens  kUled, 

fiaraded  them  through  the  streets,  and  took  them  to  the  French  Consu- 
ate  shouting  “  Justice !  Justice !  Vive  Napoleon  !  ”  The  French  Con¬ 
sul  refused  to  appear,  and  sent  word  to  the  leaders  that  he  could  not  take 
any  part  whatever  in  the  manifestation  which  had  been  made.  The 
Government  abstained  from  using  the  armed  force,  not  feeling  perhaps 
strong  enough  to  meet  the  fury  of  the  whole  population.  On  the  1st  of 


military  during  the  late  dieturbances.  Such  an  inquiry  seems  to  hava 
been  anticipated  by  the  Prince,  as  he  mentions  having  instituted  it  in 
the  moderate  proclamation  he  issued  to  the  citixens  of  Warsaw.  Far¬ 
ther,  General  Zablotzky,  who  gave  the  orderto  fire  on  the  people,  hae  been 
*ent  brfore  a  court-martial,  and  the  Minuter  of  Police  has  been  dumieoed. 
But  the  contents  of  another  telegram,  if  reliable,  dissipate  all  hopes 
of  clemency.  Prince  Gortschakoff  is  said  to  have  received  an  un¬ 
favourable  reply  to  the  Polish  address  from  the  Emperor,  who  blamad 
the  clemency  of  the  Prince,  and  commanded  him  to  proclaim  a  state 
of  siege.  A  third  telegram  makes  the  important  announcement  that 
all  the  Polish  noblemen  holding  offices  had  tendered  thdr  resignation,  as 
well  as  all  the  Poles  in  the  Russian  service. 

Pbince  Gobtschakoff  has  appointed  a  delation  of  twenty-foor 
citizens  of  Warsaw,  eight  of  whom  are  alternately  to  sit  at  the  Town 
Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  measures  for  the  maintsnanoe  of 
public  order.  This  appointment  has  produced  a  satisfMtory  impres¬ 
sion,  and  it  is  hoped  that  order  will  not  again  be  disturbed. 

Advices  fbok  Wabsaw  of  the  7th  state  that  the  provisional  dele¬ 
gation  of  citizens  will  continue  to  exercise  their  functions  until 
instructions  as  to  further  proceedings  are  received  from  St  Petersburg. 
It  is  said  that  the  Emperor  has  summoned  M.  Kamicki,  the  Secretary 
of  Stale,  to  St  Petersburg,  in  order  to  be  fully  informed  of  the  real 
state  of  affairs  at  Warsaw,  as,  in  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  his  Majesty, 
it  was  stated  that  no  armed  insurgents  had  been  made  prisoners. 
The  address  to  the  Emperor  now  bears  60,000  signatures. 

It  is  stated  on  good  authobity,  says  the  Pays,  that  after  the 
promulgation  of  the  ukase  proclaiming  in  a  definite  manner  the  eman¬ 
cipation  of  the  serfs  throughout  the  whole  of  Russia,  the  Czar’s 
Government  will  occupy  itself  with  drawing  up  the  draft  of  a  ConeH- 
iution,  in  which  all  the  provinces  of  the  empire  will  be  represented. 

THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  Inauocbation  of  the  SotnrHXBN  PnEsiDBirT,  Mb  Jeffeb- 
soN  Davis,  took  place  at  Alabama  on  the  18th  ult,  on  which  occasion 
he  delivered  an  address,  of  which  the  following  are  the  most  im¬ 
portant  passages.  After  touching  upon  the  perils  of  the  crisis,  and 
the  possible  obligations  of  the  seoeders,  he  proceeded  to  declare  that 
the  separation  just  consummated  was,  in  reality,  a  political  necessity, 
arising  from  the  natural  discordance  between  Northern  and  Southern 
interests. 

_  An  agricultural  people,  whose  chief  interest  is  the  export  of  a  commo¬ 
dity  required  in  every  manufacturing  country,  our  true  policy  is  peace 
and  the  freest  trade  which  our  necessities  will  permit.  It  is  alike  our  in¬ 
terest  and  that  of  all  those  to  whom  we  would  sell  and  from  whom  we 
would  buy  that  there  should  be  the  fewest  practicable  restrictions  upon 
the  interchange  of  commodities.  There  can  be  but  little  rivalry  between 
ours  and  any  manufacturing  or  navigating  community,  as  the  North- 
Eastern  States  of  the  American  Union.  It  must  therefore  follow  there¬ 
from  that  mutual  interest  would  invite  good-will  and  kind  offices.  If,  how¬ 
ever,  passion  or  lust  of  dominion  should  doud  the  judgment  or  inflame  the 
ambition  of  those  States,  we  must  prepare  to  meet  the  emergency  and  main¬ 
tain  by  the  final  arbitrament  of  the  sword  the  position  which  we  have  assrtmsa 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth.  "W  e  have  entered  upon  a  career  of  inde¬ 
pendence,  and  it  must  be  inflexibly  pursued*  through  many  years  of  con¬ 
troversy  with  our  late  associates  of  the  Northern  States.  We  have  vainly 
endeavoured  to  secure  tranquillity  and  obtain  respect  for  the  rights  to 
which  we  were  entitled.  As  a  necessity,  not  a  choice,  we  have  resorted 
to  the  remedy  of  separation,  and  hencerorth  our  energies  must  be  directed 
to  the  conduct  of  our  own  affairs  and  the  perpetuity  of  the  confederacy 
wffleh  we  have  formed.  If  a  just  perception  of  mutual  interest  shall  per¬ 
mit  us  peaceably  to  pursue  our  semarate  political  career  my  most  earnest 


bination  in  favour  of  liberty  and  tbe  interest  of  peace.  M.  Dupin 
directed  attention  to  the  recent  financial  scandals.  Count  Simeon  en¬ 
deavoured  to  justify  his  participation  in  tbe  affair  referred  to.  M. 
BillauU  said  the  Government  shared  the  sentiments  of  morality  ex¬ 
pressed  by  M.  Dupin,  and  had  instituted  a  strict  investigation.  The 
Government  desired  that  the  guilty  parties,  if  there  were  any,  should 
be  discovered  and  punished.  The  President  said  that  public  morality 
imposed  upon  the  senators  tbe  duty  of  guarding  against  becoming 
engaged  in  such  affairs,  and  Prince  Napoleon  added :  ”  Not  only  the 
senators,  but  also  the  high  functionaries  of  the  Government.”  The 
first  four  paragraphs  of  the  address  were  then  agreed  to. 

In  Tuesday’s  sitting,  paragraphs  6, 6,  and  7  of  the  address  were  agreed 
to.  An  amendment  of  Senator  Fietri,  referring  to  the  annexation  of 
Savoy  and  Nice,  was  also  adopted.  On  the  paragraph  relating  to  Syria 
being  read,  M.  Billault  stated  that  negotiations  on  tbe  question  of  the 
prolongation  of  the  occupation  having  commenced,  it  was  impossible  to 
enter  into  any  explanations.  The  Conference  would  shortly  re-assemble, 
and  there  was  reason  to  hope  that  the  mission  <f  pacification  would  be  con¬ 
tinued  by  France. 

On  Wednesday  tbe  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  draught 
Address  proposed  tbe  following  amendment,  which  was  agreed  to : 
**  We  remember  the  deeds  of  our  friends  of  Solferino  and  Magenta, 
and  it  is  therefore  our  duty  to  take  them  into  consideration.”  Tbe 
amendment,  Ml /uvourq^fAe  temporal  power  of  the  Pope,  was  then  dis¬ 
cussed.  M.  Casabianca,  in  the  name  of  the  majority  of  the  committee, 
opposed  the  amendment,  and  requested  the  members  to  have  confi¬ 
dence  in  the  Government  of  the  Emperor.  He  maintained  that 
neither  tbe  Committee  nor  the  Government  dreamt  of  abandoning 
the  Chief  of  the  Catholic  Church.  M.  de  Bourqueney  and  the  Duke 
of  Padua  supported  the  amendment  M.  J.  Barthe  likewise  defended 
tbo  amendment,  and  reproached  Piedmont  for  having  folic  wed  the 
advice  of  England  and  despised  the  counsels  of  France.  M.  Baroche 
opposed  the  amendment,  considering  the  draught  Address  was  quite 
sufficient  He  maintained  that  there  was  nothing  to  indicate  any  inten¬ 
tion  on  the  paH  <f  the  government  of  withdrawing  the  French  troops  from 
Rome  ;  on  the  contrary,  everything  tended  to  show  that  they  would 
remain  there.  Tbe  amendment  was  then  rejected  by  79  against  61 
votes. 

In  Thursday’s  sitting  the  whole  Addreu  was  agreed  to  by  120  against 
8  votes,  after  speeches  had  been  delivered  by  several  Cardinals  and 
other  Senators. 

In  the  Legislative  Chaneeb,  M.  Jules  Favre,  M.  Darimon,  M. 
Ollivier,  M.  Picard,  and  M.  Uenon  have  presented  three  amendments  to 
the  Address  :  one  calling  for  immediate  withdrawal  of  the  French 
troops  from  Rome ;  another  demanding  the  right  of  the  Chamber  to 


Patriarch  Rajacic,  before  the  opening  of  the  Hungarian  Diet.  Tbe 
congress  is  to  be  composed  of  Servian  deputies  only.  The  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  other  provinces  belonging  to  the  now  united  Greek  church 
are  also  to  be  represented,  but  only  for  matters  of  religion  and  public 
instruction. 

DENMARK. 

The  Estates  were  opened  at  Itzehoe  on  Wednesday.  M.Plessen 
was  elected  President,  and  the  Government,  besides  making  proposals 
respecting  the  common  constitution  and  provisional  arrangements, 
offers  to  Holstein  a  revised  special  constitution  for  interior  affairsi 
with  a  responsible  Minister,  independence  of  judges,  freedom  of  Press 
and  of  association,  habeas  corpus,  religious  liberty,  financial  com¬ 
petency  for  the  Estates,  and  inviolability  of  its  members.  The 
following  are  among  the  Royal  proposals  : — 

The  prmect  of  a  constitution  to  be  valid  for  the  whole  monarchy. 
The  establishment  of  two  Legislative  Chambers,  the  Upper  Chamber  to 
be  composed  of  80  members  appointed  for  life.  A  distmet  position  for 
the  army  of  Holstein.  Holstein  to  contribute  two  millions  towards  the 
expenses  of  tbe  State. 


the  anniversary  of  the  batUe  of  Grochow,  which  was  fought  in  the 
revolution  of  1831,  beneath  the  walls  of  Warsaw,  for  the  possession 
of  tbe  capital,  when  both  sides  claimed  the  victory.  Having  resolved 
on  a  demonstration,  the  popular  leaders  at  Warsaw  at  first  intended 
to  hold  a  funeral  service  on  the  field;  but  as  the  Russians  were  about 
to  do  the  same  this  project  was  abandoned,  and  the  people  were  called 
by  Laudbills,  and  even  by  posted  placards,  to  take  part  in  a  torchlight 
proceasion.  The  Polish  flag  a  white  eagle  on  a  red  ground — was 
carried  in  procession.  Thirty  thousand  people  knelt  down  and 
chanted  a  hymn  at  tbe  sight.

ahall  exceed  5,000  doUara  per  annum.  All  officera  are  to  take  an  oath 
to  aupport  the  Conatitution  of  the  Proriaional  Goveroment 

Tkx  Miaaouni  Zlbction  would  probably  reault  in  farour  of  the 
Union  oandidatea  by  a  majority  of  5,000  yotea. 

Thb  Latmt  Nxwa  reaobea  to  the  24th  ult.,  and  by  it  we  learn 
that  tAe  diffieuttiu  between  Georyia  and  New  York  were  still  muettled. 
The  Ooyeroor  of  Georgia  had  aeixed  three  New  York  yeaaela,  and  had 
declared  hie  intention  to  retain  them  until  the  anna  aeiaed  by  the 
New  York  police  ahould  be  giyen  op.  Arkansas  liad  declared  for 
smion  if  <m  overwkebnmg  mqjority.  The  Southern  Congreaa  had  de¬ 
clared  the  nayigation  of  the  Miaeiaaippi  free. 

PmniDBKT  Lincoln  reached  New  Yorkjon  the  20th,  and  met  with 
o  most  favourable  reception.  On  the  21at  he  left  for  Waahington,  yia 
Jeraey  City.  At  Trenton  he  yiaited  the  State  Houae,  and  made 
apeeebea  before  the  Senate  and  Houae  of  New  Jeraey.  We  quote 
the  noet  aignifloant  paaaage : 

**  I  ahall  endeayonr  to  take  the  ground  I  deem  moat  just  to  the  North, 
tha  Eaat,  the  West,  the  South,  and  the  whole  country.  I  take  it,  I 
hope,  in  good  temper  ;  certainly  no  malice  towards  any  section.  I  shall 
do  all  that  may  be  in  my  power  to  promote  a  peaceful  settlement  of  all 
•nr  difficulties.  The  man  does  not  live  that  is  more  devot^  to  peace 
than  I  am.  (Cheers.)  None  who  would  do  more  to  preserve  it,  but 
it  maof  he  necessary  to  put  the foot  down  firndy.  (Here  the  audience  broke 
out  in  cheers  ao  long  and  loud  that  for  some  moments  it  was  impossible 
to  hw  Mr  Lincoln’s  voice.)  He  continued — And  if  I  do  my  duty  and 
do  right  you  will  sustain  me,  will  you  not?  (Loud  cheers,  and  cries  of 
*  Yea,  yes ;  we  will.’)  Received  as  I  am  by  the  members  of  a  legislature, 
the  minority  of  whom  do  not  agree  with  me  in  political  senuments,  I 
trust  that  1  may  have  their  assistance  in  piloting  the  ship  of  state 
through  this  voyage,  surrounded  as  it  is  by  perils ;  for  if  it  should  suffer 
attack  now,  there  will  be  no  pilot  ever  ne^^  for  another  voyage.” 

The  presidential  party  proceeded,  and  reached  Philadelphia  in  the 
evening.  At  Philadelphia  the  reception  was  enthusiastic,  aa  it  was 
also  at  Harrisburg,  where  the  party  arrived  in  the  afternoon.  Speaker 
Davis  welcomed  Mr  Lincoln,  pledging  the  devotion  of  Pennsylvania 
to  the  Union.  Mr  Lincoln  responded,  observing  in  the  course  of  his 
speech : 

“  Allusion  has  also  been  made  by  one  of  your  honoured  speakers  to 
some  remarks  recently  made  by  myself  at  Pittsburgh,  in  regard  to  what 
is  supposed  to  be  the  s|^al  interest  of  this  great  commonwealth  of 
Penni^lvaaia.  I  now  wish  only  to  say  in  regard  to  that  matter  that 
the  few  remarks  which  I  utterra  on  that  occasion  were  rather  carefully 
worded.  I  took  pains  that  they  ahould  be  so.  1  have  seen  no  occasion 
since  to  add  to  them  or  subtract  from  them ;  I  leave  them  precisely  as  they 
stand.  (Applause.)  Adding  only  now  that  I  am  pleased  to  have  no 
expression  from  yon,  gentlemen  of  Pennsylvania,  significant  that  they 
are  unsatisfactory  to  you.” 

Thb  Pxacb  Confbbbncb  at  Washington  had  come  to  no  vote 
at  the  time  the  steamer  left  New  York.  There  was  a  prospect,  how¬ 
ever,  that  some  plan  of  adjustment  would  be  agreed  to  by  a  handsome 
majority. 

In  thb  Socthbhn  Conobbss,  at  Montgomery,  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  had  been  offered  and  adopted :  Beaolved — That  the  Committee 
on  Finance  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  laying  an 
export  duty  on  the  cotton  exported  from  the  confederate  States  to  any 
foreign  country. 

Thb  Pkxsident  has  nominated,  and  the  Congress  confirmed,  the 
following  members  of  the  Cabinet :  Secretary  of  State — Mr  Toombs  ; 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury — Mr  Mensminger ;  Secretary  of  War — Mr  L. 
Pope  Walker. 

Old  Font  Kbarnbt  was  taken  possession  of  on  the  night  of  the 
18th  ult  by  a  party  of  Secessionists,  and  nent  morning  a  Palmetto 
flag  waved  over  the  fortress  bearing  the  inscription,  '*  Southern  Rights.” 
An  attack  was  made  on  the  fort,  on  the  morning  of  the  19th,  and  amid 
great  excitement  the  Palmetto  fag  was  tom  down,  and  the  stars  and 
stripes  raised  m  its  place. 

A  Tblboilah  of  the  24th  ult  says :  “  Mr  Lincoln  had  saddsrly 
entered  Washmgton,  despatches  having  been  received  requiring  his 
presence  there.” 

Chablbston  Adticzs  state  that  a  portion  of  the  State  troops  have 
withdrawn  from  Morris  Island,  and  that  there  will  be  a  general  abandon¬ 
ment  qf  the  harbour  defences. 

FOREIGN  GLEANINGS. 

Francis  II  and  his  Queen  are  making  preparations  to  quit  Rome 
fbr  Bavaria. 

The  investiture  of  the  King  of  Prussia  with  tiie  Order  of  the  Garter 
took  place  at  Berlin  on  Wednesday. 

It  IS  stated  that  the  manifesto  for  the  emancipation  of  the  serfs  in 


state  of  their  various  districts,  and  it  is  only  by  reading  them  that  any 
conception  can  be  formed  of  the  great  extent  of  the  evil.  Every  town 
and  village  seem  to  share  in  it,  and  in  addition,  small-pox,  that  fatal 
scourge  of  the  natives  of  this  oountiy,  is  adding  its  quota  of  victims. 
The  committees  are  doing  their  best  to  provide  the  starving  populace 
with  food  and  work,  but  as  yet  they  have  been  unable  to  check  the 
influx  of  people  from  the  countir  into  the  large  cities,  and  as  the  crowd 
increases  the  disease  ^reads.  Vaccination  has  been  introduced  by  the 
Government,  but  unfortunately  the  ignorant  preiudices  of  the  natives 
render  it  of  little  use.  In  addition  to  these  troubles  the  Government  are 
now  hampered  with  the  complaints  of  the  ryots  of  some  of  the  indepen¬ 
dent  n^ahs.” 

An  Expedition  of  1,000  men  has  been  despatched  into  Sikkim, 
with  the  Hon.  A.  Eden  as  political  agent ;  but  the  annexation  of  the 
country  will,  it  is  said,  be  unnecessary,  terms  of  peace  having  been 
proposed  by  the  Skiddimites  and  accepted  by  Lord  Canning.  The 
well,  known  Ccluuel  Brasyer,  who  took  so  conspicuous  a  part  in 
hunting  down  the  rebels,  asserts  positively  that  Nana  Sahib  is  still 
alive,  and  in  the  Nepaul  bills,  watching  his  opportunity.  Hence, 
probably,  the  disturbed  state  of  that  frontier. 

An  impohtant  mebttng  has  been  held  in  Bombay  to  expose  the 
systematic  frauds  committed  in  the  Electric  Telegraph  department. 
Enormous  speculations  in  opium,  the  profits  of  which  may  be  counted 
by  lacs  of  rupees,  have  been  carried  on,  it  seems,  by  means  of  the 
falsification  of  telegraphic  messages  {  and,  in  fact,  so  common  is  cor¬ 
ruption  in  the  departments  that  merchants  dare  not  now  use  the  wires 
for  fear  of  being  swindled.  A  committee  of  members  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  been  formed  to  ascertain  whether  any  way  can  be 
found  of  checking  the  evil. 

A  VERT  BAD  CASE  OF  OPPRESSION  by  means  of  the  income  tax  has 
Captain  Playfair,  the  acting  resident,  has  infiicted 


I  view  of  Mr  Tumbull’s  opinions  when  he  accepted  his  resignation, 
which  he  (the  Marquis  of  Lan^downe)  admitted  had  unfortunately 
been  done.  He  could  discover  nothing  in  the  conduct  of  Mr  Turnbull 
I  or  in  his  appointment  for  censure  but  in  one  act— in  tendering  bis 
resi^ation,  which  be  ought  never  to  have  done.

But 
havmg  done  that,  his  noble  friend  had  a  perfect  right  to  accept  it, 
though  nothing  could  be  brought  forward  against  the  seal,  fidelity, 
and  manner  which  had  distinguished  Mr  Turnbull  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties.  (Hear,  hear.) 

Earl  Grst  said  he  should  support  the  motion,  unless  he  could  be 
assured  that  Lord  Palmerston  did  not  write  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
to  say  that  in  the  event  of  the  question  being  brought  before  parlia¬ 
ment,  the  appointment  of  Mr  Turnbull  could  not  receive  the  sanction 
of  the  ^vernment. 

The  Earl  of  Ellen  borough  expressed  the  same  intention. 

Lord  Herbert  of  Lea  said  that  he  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  the 
facts,  but  this  he  might  ask  their  lordships,  was  Lord  Palmerston 
likely  to  do  such  an  act  ?  Upon  division  the  numbers  were — Contents, 
26 ;  non-contents,  42  :  16  against  the  motion. 

Tuesday,  March  5. — The  Lord  Chancellor  brought  to  a  second 
reading  hu  bill  for  enlarging  and  improving  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Court  of  Admiralty.  It  proposes  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  to  any  claim  for  necessaries  supplied  to  a  ship  elsewhere  than  in 
the  port  to  which  she  belongs,  and  the  court  would  be  empowered  to 
grant  salvage  for  human  life  as  well  as  property  in  cases  occurring 
beyond  the  present  limit  of  three  miles  from  the  coast.  An  appeiu 


beyond  the  present  limit  of  three  miles  from  _  _ _ „ 

would  be  given  to  the  Privy  Council  on  all  matters  of  law. 

Thursday,  March  7. — Lord  Wodehouse,  in  reply  to  the  Marquis 
of  Bath,  said  it  was  quite  true  that  the  Russian  Ambassador  at  Paris 
had  received  a  despatch  from  St  Petersburg  desiring  him  to  support 
the  French  occupation  of  Syria,  without  limitation  of  time,  and  an  in¬ 
crease  of  force,  if  such  a  proposal  should  be  made. 

The  Duke  of  Newcastle,  in  reply  to  Lord  Derby,  said  that  in 
last  September  instructions  were  sent  to  the  Governor  of  Biitish 
Guiana  to  introduce  a  bill  into  the  Legislative  Council  of  that  colony 
for  the  extradition  of prisoners  escaping  from  Cayenne,  but  that  political 
offenders  were  excluded  from  the  operation  of  the  measure,  which 
was  only  intended  to  apply  to  criminals. 

The  Statute  Law  Revision  Bill  passed  through  committee. 

A  short  conversation  took  place  between  Lord  St  Leonards,  the 
Lord  Chancellor,  and  Lord  Kingsdowk,  on  the  subject  of  the 
Suitors’  Fund  in  relation  to  the  new  law  courts. 

Friday,  March  8. — The  Earl  of  Derby,  in  reference  to  a  discussion 
which  took  place  some  evenings  since  with  regard  to  Ae  effect  on 
the  dwellings  of  the  poor,  which  would  be  produced  by  the  increase  of 
metropolitan  railways,  suggested  that  it  should  be  an  instruction  to 
the  select  committees  which  had  to  deal  with  the  bill  relating  to 
those  railways  that  they  report  the  number  of  houses  and  inhabitants 


occurred  at  Aden. 

a  treble  fine  on  a  Roman  Catholic  priest  for  not  returning  as  part  of 
his  income  alms  entrusted  to  him  for  maintaining  his  church  in  good 
repair.

THE  HOVSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday,  March  4.— In  answer  to  questions.  Lord  J.  Russell  said 
that  new  regulations  had  been  made,  modifying  the  passport  system  «s 
Belgium. 

Lord  Palmerston  said  that  part  of  the  Chinese  squadron  would 
visit  Japan,  not  with  any  hostile  view,  but  to  give  a  moral  support  to 
the  British  authorities  there. 

In  committee  on  Consolidated  Fund  and  Exchequer  Bills, 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  moved  resolutions  to  the 
effect  that  the  principal  and  interest  of  Exchequer  bills  should  be 
charged  on  the  Consolidated  Fund ;  that  the  interest  be  payable 
half-yearly  by  coupons,  and  paid  at  the  Bank  of  England  ;  that  an 
option  be  given  at  the  end  of  each  twelve  months  to  the  holders  of 
Exchequer  bills  to  be  paid  the  principal,  and  all  such  bills  not  so  pmd 
to  have  currency  for  the  next  twelve  months ;  that  when  such  oilla 
are  paid  off  new  ones  may  be  issued  in  their  place,  and  that  Ex¬ 
chequer  bills  shall  be  receivable  for  duties  imposed  during  the  last 
six  months  of  each  year  during  which  such  bills  have  currency.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  object  was  to  prevent  Exchequer  bills,  when  pre¬ 
sented  for  payment,  being  paid  out  of  money  which  has  been  voted 
by  Parliament  for  other  purposes,  and  the  plan  was  intended  to  carry 
out  a  recommendation  of  a  select  committee  of  the  House  on  public 
moneys. 

Several  members  having  expressed  approbation  of  the  plan. 

Sir  H.  Willoughby,  who  bad  given  notice  of  a  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  no  Exchequer  bills  shoiUd  be  funded  without  the  consent 
of  Parliament,  consented  to  withdraw  the  resolution  on  the  unda- 
standiog  that  the  subject  would  be  dealt  with  by  a  separate  bilL 

The  resolutions  were  agreed  to. 

On  going  into  committee  of  supply, 

Mr  Hennessy  attacked  the  Secretary  for  Foreira  Affairs  for  pro¬ 
moting  Piedmontese  policy,  whereby,  he  said,  the  confidence  of  the  world 
in  the  honour  and  integrity  of  the  Foreign-office  was  destroyed. 

Mr  La  YARD  having  argued  against,  and  Sir  G.  Bowyer  for,  the 
temporal  power  of  the  Pope,  the  debate  was  adjourned. 

A  division  was  taken  on  the  question  whether  the  Parochial  Assess- 


the  Confederation  of  the  Rhine,  but  despoiled  of  that  rank  by 
Napoleon  the  First,  and  mediatised  by  the  Congress  of  Vienna,  died 
at  Brussels  on  the  1st  instant,  in  his  seventy-sixth  year.  He  is  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  his  dukedom  by  his  eldest  son.  Prince  Engelbert  d’Arenberg, 
who  was  bom  in  1824. 

General  Count  Tascher  db  la  Paoerie,  a  relation  of  the 
Emperor  Napoleon  through  the  Empress  Josephine,  and  Grand  Master 
of  the  Household  of  the  Empress,  died  in  Paris  on  Sunday,  aged  up¬ 
wards  of  eighty.  He  had  for  some  days  been  very  serioxidy  ill,  and 
shortly  before  his  death  the  Emperor  paid  him  a  visit 

General  Chezanowski,  one  of  the  most  eminent  of  the  Polish 
refugees,  has  just  died  in  Paris.  He  served  in  the  French  army  from 
1809  to  the  campaign  in  Russia,  in  which  be  was  taken  prisoner ;  in 
1828-9  he  took  part  in  the  Russian  campaign  against  Turkey  under 
Marshal  Diebitsch ;  in  1830  he  was  engaged  in  the  insurrection  of 
his  countrymen  against  Russia ;  afterwards  be  served  in  Turkey  and 
resided  in  England ;  he  then  entered  the  Sardinian  army,  and  became 
Major-General,  but  after  the  battle  of  Novara,  in  which  he  held  a 
command,  he  retired,  and  passed  the  rest  of  his  life  in  Paris. 

Colonel  Sir  G.  Couper,  Controller  of  the  Household  of  the 
Duchess  of  Kent,  died  on  the  28th  ult,  aged  seventy-three,  at  Frog- 
more,  after  a  short  illness.  Before  he  became  connected  with  the 
Royal  household  be  saw  considerable  active  service  in  the  army.  He 
is  succeeded  in  the  baronetcy  by  his  son. 

Mr  John  Maddox,  so  long  known  in  connexion  with  the  Princess's 
Theatre,  died  on  Tue^ay  at  his  residence  in  Brompton,  after  a  pro¬ 
tracted  and  painful  illness,  in  his  seventy-second  year.  He  was 
lessee  of  the  theatre  in  question  at  its  opening,  and  remained  so  at  his 
death.  He  was  also  manager  of  the  house  for  many  years. 

The  State  Executioner,  John  Lund,  late  Grenadier  Guards,  died 
on  Wednesday  week.  He  held  the  appointment  for  many  years  aa 
beadsman  at  the  Tower  of  London,  whose  duty  it  was  to  decapitate 
all  state  criminals.  This  sinecure  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Constable,  but 
most  likely  the  situation  will  be  abolished.  The  last  state  execution 
took  place  in  1746,  at  the  time  of  the  Scottish  rebellion.  The  salary 
is  802.  Mr  annum,  with  an  excellent  bouse.  Mr  Lund  was  only  seen

The  steam  ^nboat 
Penguin,  tender  to  the  Narcissus,  which  left  Plymouth  on  Monday 
evening  to  join  the  frigate  outside,  returned  to  tne  Sound  on  Thurs¬ 
day  morning.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

A  VERY  FAVoURABLB  Statb  OF  Hraltu  IN  Londom  is  indicated 
by  the  Registrar-General’s  weekly  report.  In  the  week  that  ended 
last  Saturday  the  number  of  deaths  was  1,238,  showing  a  decrease  of 
80  on  the  return  of  the  previous  week,  and  an  amount  leas  by  149 
than  ^e  average  rate  of  mortality  at  the  end  of  February.  Laat  week 
the  births  of  1,020  boys  and  1,008  girls,  ia  all  2,028  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  Zymotic  diseases  were  fatal  in  267  cases, 
whilst  the  average  for  corresponding  weeks,  corrected,  is  266.  The 
most  fatal  disease  of  this  class  at-  the  present  time  is  whooping-oough, 
which  carried  off  86  children,  51  of  whom  were  not  two  years  old. 
There  were  31  deaths  from  scarlatina  and  6  from  diphtheria.  Bron¬ 
chitis  was  fatal  m  147  oases,  the  corrected  average  being  183.  Ten 
nonagenarians  died  in  the  week,  of  whom  seven  were  women.  The 
two  oldest  were  widows,  aged  respectively  95  and  98  years.  Of  7 
deaths  by  bums,  8  are  stated-to  be  caused  by  the  clothes  taking  fire. 

Diseased  Meat  continues  to  be  seiz^  every  week  in  tbe  City 
markets.  At  the  meeting  of  the  City  Sewers  Commission  on  Tues¬ 
day,  it  was  stated  that  4,3771b.,  or  nearly  two  tons  of  meat,  had  been 
seized  during  the  week  as  unfit  for  human  food.  It  consisted  of  57 
sheep,  20  quarters  of  beef,  5  pigs,  2  calves,  and  18  joints  of  mutton ; 
2,6271b.  were  diseased,  3351b.  putrid,  and  1,4151b.  from  •nimala  that

POLITICAL  TALK. 

Cabinet  Councils  were  held  on  Saturday  and  on  Wednesday, 
at  which  all  the  Ministers  were  present.

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  January  show  a  falling  off 
of  1,021,796/.  in  the  declared  value  of  our  exportations  compared 
with  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  liiis,  however,  is  be-  i 
lieved  to  be  prine^Mlly  attributable  to  the  severe  frost,  the  effects  of 
which  were  temporaruy  manifested  in  a  like  denee  on  the  railway  j 
traffic  of  the  United  Kmgdom.  Tbe  chief  items  ^wing  a  decrease 
are  cotton  and  woollen  yarns — articles  of  less  importance  than  those 
involving  more  extensive  manufacturing  labour.  In  the  shipments 
of  the  higher  descriptions  both  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods  there  has 
been  an  augmentation.  With  regard  to  imported  articles,  grain  and 
flour  of  course  exhibit  the  most  remarkable  totals,  tbe  quantities  taken 
representing  a  value  of  more  than  2,000,000/.,  againat  about  500,000/. 
in  the  corresponding  month  of  1860.  Fifty-five  per  cent,  of  this 
total  was  obtained  from  the  United  States,  and  twenty  per  cent,  from 
France.  The  consumption  of  other  articles  of  food  and  luxury  has 
also  been  laroe,  nearly  the  whole  of  them  showing  a  considerable  in¬ 
crease  over  Juuary,  1860.
